downe many excellent truths, and hath ſhewed himſelfe a 
painfull and laborious man m colleing the opinions of ſo ma- 
ny Divines, yet if te erre fromthe truth, Tholdny ſelfe 
bound to let him and others know his errour, and 1deale ng 
otherwiſe by bim, then I defire to be dealt withall my ſelfe.

Aving of late read over your Booke called the "id 
q arrow of moderne diUnity, and by often per- '" 
ff uſall thereof , found many things in it, 
LLP which I conceive ts not truth, I have prefumed 
z In the defence of the truth, which I have lear- 
: ned out of the Scriptures to examine ſome 
things delivered by you in your Booke, not doubting but you 
will beready to hearken to the truth, from any that ſhall 
make 1t appeare unto you. | 
I (hall rake ſome ſmall exceptions at divers things there- 
in, becauſeI intend one ſpeciall thing, which is thegreateſt 
matter of all, and wherein any one being deceived, the great- 
eſt damage conſiſts. But before I comero that whichT chett- 
ly intend, I takenoticeof ſome things, in the fourth page of 
your Booke;you ſay the new Teſtament mentions a threefold 
law,you might have added more if you had pleaſed, what ſay 
you to the law of the Spirit of life, Rom.8.2. | 

It is very neceſſary for us to confider how you have diſtin- WT: 
ouiſht the law of workes and the law of Chriſt, for you ſay q | 
theten Commandements may be ſaid to be the matter of the E 
law of workes, or the matterof the law of Chriſt. 

You have here made a diſtin&ion that neither the Scrip- 
tures ſet forth, nor any Authour thatever I heard of. (3 
Butto anſwer you dire&ly, the law of the ten Comman- 
dements is all one and the ſame, not differing in it ſelfe, but 
isa holy, juſt and perfect law, proceeding from -a boly God, 
and binds all men tothe obedience of it, and-condemns every 
tranſgrefſion again(t 1t, yea _ moſt holyeſt man, and he that 
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(2) 
Is in greateſt favour with God, it he tranſgrefle, it condemn; 
him, as juſtly as the moſt ungolly wretch living. 

But the difference lyes in this, That the one namely true 
beleevers arc juſtified by Chriſt from the Curle and pcnaly 
of rhe law, and unbeleevers lye under the condemning power 
penalty and curſe of the law. | ; 

, But you and I differ only in your diſtin&tion, for I doe not 
find thronghout all the New Teſtament, that the law of the 
ten Commandements are called, the law of Chriſt, There 
are other tawes of Chriſt, as the law of grace, the law of Faith 
or belciving in him, and many other Commandements or 
lawes of Chriſt, which are not contained in the larw of the 
ren Commandements, and 1o are none of the matter there- 
of. 'As for the text, Gallat.6.2.1t is ſet downe by the Apoſtle ' 
as one ſpeclall law of Chriſt to beare one anothers burden, ra 
But this will not prove your aflertion that the law of the ten 
Commandements is the matter of the law of Chriſt, I meane 
as he 1s the Mediator of the New Covenant. 

Yet doel not deny, bnt that the law of the ten Comman- 
dements, may be a rule and dire&ion to trne beleivers, to 
walke by, yet belecevers doe not worke by any compulſion of 
that law, but after a more free way, of love unto God and 

Chriſt, ariſing from the loveof Godin Chrift unto them, the 
fove of God conſtraines them to-holinefle of life, to labour to 
honour God ; And the Apoſtles generally doe urge and preſſe 
belcevers toholineſle from the free grace of God, and from 
the mercies of God, extended towards thems in Teſus Chrift 
as we may fee, Trtws.2.11.12.Romazns.12.7. 

The law of the ten Commandements ts an abſolute perfeR 
holy and juſt law, yet it ſerts not forth Chriſt, neither is faith 

required therein, nothing but abſolute and perfeX obedience 

to the ſame is required therein. It brings us not to Chriſt, but 
wounds us, and leaves us deſtitute in reſpe& of any helpe it 
can aftord,It is the law of the Goſpell that releeves us.

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zen Commandements, calling it the matter of the Covenane 
of works, and not the Covenant it ſelfe, your reaſon is weake 
for had nor the Lord abſolute authority to lay a comman 
upon the Creature, and man bound to obey, though he gave 
no aſſent ? 

And now I cometo examine whether this law of the ten 
Commandements was given to Adam, and writ in his heart 
in Paradiſe before his tall. | 

Youhave affirmed that it was written in his heart before his 
fall, page 7. and the 1o. and indeed throughout your whole 
Booke ; I deny it, and IT demand your proote, for your.opini- 
on out of Scripture. 

We read but of one Commandement given to Adam in Pa- 
radiſe, But you tell us of ten more, you will be wiſe above 
that which 1s written ; I acknowledge that Adam was Crea- 
ted a perfe& Creature, full of holynes purity and uprightnes, 
But yet thar it was in reſpe& of the writing of the ten Com- 
mandements in his heart before his fall I cannot ſee, neither 
find I any Scripture to lead meto beleeve tt. 

I acknowledge that afſoone as ever Adam 'had tranfgrefſed 
he came to know good and evill, whichhe did not know 'be- 
fore, And this law of the ten Commandements was then writ 
In his heart, and hethat could not kcepe one Commandement, 
had many more given him, ſo that now 'by his fall, the very 
fleod gates of Sinne, were {et-open through his tranſgreſſion 
tothe drowning of himſelfe and his poſterity in miſery. 

But becauſe this opinion is ſo eften -repeated 'by the Au- 
thor in his Booke, I defire to know to-what it tends, and what 
uſe;we may make of it, doth it ferveto illuſtrate or ſer forth, 
aty point of Doctrine1n the Scriptures? or doth the contra- 
ry, which I have affirmed, oppoſe or g21n ſay any truth 2? If it 
be ſo that neither is doge hereby, Then I ſay you have troub- 
led your Readers with needles dodtrine, RO way tending ro &-

conſider of, and fo paſſe it over, and come to ſomething 
that remaines, 

Paze.28.and 29. You afhrme that 4dam tel! the very ſame 
day, that he was created ; and the ground of your opinion is, 
Pſalme.49.12. which text in the Hetrew, you {dy 15 thus read; 
Adam being in honour did not lodge a night init ; you have a 
0001 artin adding to the Scripture, as I ſhall ſhew hereat- 
tc, 

And you have quoted Mr. Ay-ſworth in the Margent to 
hetpe you, but he doth not ; I have examined Mr; Ayzſworth 
upon that Pſalme, but he affirmes no ſuch rhing, he ſaith this 
may be minded both for the firſt 44am, who continued not 
in his dignity, And fo for all his Children, theſe are his owne 
words. 

Now how can you gather from hence that Azam fell the 
ſameday he was created, I wiſh you to obſerve that the holy 
Ghoſt in that Pſalme intends no ſuch thing as Adams tall, but 
of mans being in honour the inſtability thereof and the ſhort 
continuance of it; And | ſuppoſe you know ( Azam) to be the 


common narae ot man, and therefore the firſt man Adam cat” 
not be here meant. 


Leave thee your fained deviſes, and keep cloſeto the Scrip” 
tures, and {ecke not to know In divine things, anything, but 
what

what is there written, To the law and to the Te 
they ſpeake not, it 1s becauſe there is no truth in them, Be 
not wiſe above that which is written, and doe not you pub- 
liſh that for truth', which you have no ground for, ſecret 
thingsbelong unto God, but things revealed untous, cc. 

So likewiſe is_your conjefture of Adams ſacrificing on 
the ſame day that he was created, and that God oaks 
withthe skins of thoſe beaſts, which he offered in ſacrifice. - 

But I leave theſe things as your ownetmaginations,yet this I 
ſay that it 15 not probable that he fell the ſame day that he was 
created, for there were many things paſſed after man was crea- 
ted, whichare ſet downe in the ſecond Chapter of Gereſis 
which isnot likely weredone all in one day, neither doe 1 
know of what uſe this opinion is, but I leave it to the Reader 
to conſider off. 

Andalthough I freely confefle that Chriſt offered up him- 
ſelfe rhe ſixth day of the weeke, And that 4dam was created 
the ſixth day, But muſt it therefore needs follow, that Adam 
fell the very ſame day that he was created, I know no necefſi- 
ty thereof. 

Page 43. I wonder you durſt be ſo bold as toalter the words 
and fo the ſence and meaning of the Apoſtle, Rom.s.13. 
Your words are thus, before the timeof the law ſinne was in 
the world, yet did they not impute it to themſelves, becauſe 
there was no law, But the Apoſtlehath it thns, for untill the 
law fin was'in the world, but finne 1s not imputed where there 
isno law, The Apoſtle proves plainly here, that there was 
a law written in mens hearts, before the giving of the law 
upon mount $7zar , the breach wherof was imputed 
unto them, fot there was not any time, fince Adams fall, 
wherein, there was nor a law to condemneman for ſtnne, 
and fo "their ſinne was imputed unto them at all times 
And not as you ſay, they did not imputelt to themſelves, L 
pray you take knowledge _ the ſame Apoſtle faith, in" 
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e ſecond Chapter of his Epiſtletothe Romans verſes 14 & 
= For when the Gentills mich hzve not the, lov do by = 
the things contained inthe L aw theſe having rot the law ave alin 
ento themſebues which ſhew the wor ke of the law nvitten in their 
heqrts,their conſcrence bearing alſo witneſſe, and their thoaghts 
the meane while accuſing or els excuſmy oye another, T 1c 
heed how you alrer any text of Scripture to maintaine your 
- owne Opinions It is very daingerous to adde or to detraQ 
from Scripture. 

Andnow having gone over ſome of rhoſe things 1 intended 
with a great deale of brevity, and paſſing by many things 
which I might juſtly havetaxcd as miftakes in that booke, 1 
come new to that which I cheifly intended, and without 
which I had never ſet upon this worke, for there is leſſe dan- 
ger in thoſeI have already taken notice of, then in that which 
followes, andthe Lord afiſt me in difcovering of the truth & 
in laying open the palpable errour of the Author. 

Ine] 1t greived my heart to conſider how men in theſe 
fatedayes are fallen intoerrour, and cannot underſtand the ye- 
ry firſt principles and beginnings of Chriſt, but they are atthe 
toppe at firſt, before they have laid the firſt ſtone of the foun- 
dation of the building, and indeed it proceeds from an errour 
in the underſtanding in the wates of God. 

They concetvethat if there fhould be any preparations to 
Faith in Chriſt,that ir would much derrogate from free grace 
and therefore-wall admir of none, for faith this Anthor it isto 
bring mony in the hand;and Chriſt bids come buy wine and 
mtlke without mony, that is Grace and ſalvation without 
mony or price; I confefle it istruth, for we muſt receive all 
freely even of free grace. 

But yet I pray you call tomind who they are that are cal- 
ledrothis feaſt, it is only the thirſty; Ho, every oze that thirft- 
eth, come yee &rc. It is nor every one, but only the thirſty, the 
broken 1n heart, namely rhe repentant Sout which thirſts 

for mercy . When

He ſcemesnot to know what Regeneration is,forhe hath ne-

I ſhall have occaſion to ſpeake of theſe things more at larg 
and to let thee, Chriſtian Reader,underſtand his great errours, 


his booke, in theſe particulars. 

But firſt I will note ſome thi 
pages I have mentioned, and I will do it breifly. 

In page 136. he faith That the Lord juſtifieth his children 
before they repent, or truly bumble themſelves &c. But he hath 
not ſer downe any place of Scripture forthe proofe thereof, 
we muſt take his owne word, I ſhall provethe contrary very 
ſhortly. I mean in their owne ſence and feeling God doth ne- 
ver juſtifie any before they repent and humble themſelves in 
ſecking merey from him. ; "*

I ſhall ſhew youthe contrary very ſpeedily, and that it is 
not a fruit of juſtifying Faith, but a worke of the Spirit, to 
Prepare the heart to the beleiving of the promiſe. 

He faith alfo that he holds, that repentance 1s a-conſe- 

quent of Faith, and that it followes after. 

But wy did you not ſetdowne unto us, what this-repen- 
rance is, which you meane and ſay followes Faith, I am glad 
yet, that you doe not caſt repentance quite away,but w1ll let 
it have a little place in your thoughts, God. grant: you true

ſo plainly ſer downe in the Scriptures.

of expreſſed in his preſent reſolution to make reſtitution. 
8 And for Lidza, ſhe is faid tobe a worſhipper of God, and 
03 doubtles,one that with Simeon, waited forthe conſolation of 
Iſrael, her heart being fittedand prepared to receive Chriſt, 
Andto thistruth Door Goage givesteſtimony in his Booke 
Called the whole Armour of God, And-indeed no ſooner: did

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fen-againe, bur ſhe- received him in her heart, Thus farre I 
have gone in ſetting downe ſome of the Authours errours. 
 Tihall now come (the Lord affiſting me) to diſcover the 
truth of the wayes of God, laid downe 1n the Scriptures con- 
. cerning his working upon poore Sinners, in bringirlg them 
unto Chriſt to be juſtified by him, through Faith, And I 
ſhallſhew you what repentance is; and what that ſpeciall 
Faith is, and how they are wrought, A worke of great worth 
and very needful], And yet altogether omitted by the Au- 
rhour of the Booke, and I ſhall furrher diſcover- his crrours, 
by ſetting forth the truth. 
The Authour hath often alleadged in. his Booke that fa-- 
mou and'godly Martir Mr. #:i/iam Tixdall, And Idoe won; 
der that he could not ſee his doctrine concerning repentance 


and Faith, He tells us plainly in-many places, that repentance- 


muſt of neceflity goe before thatFaith that juſtificth, and thar 
theFaith that juflifyeth,allwayes followes repentance, as page 
32.and 96:and'146: of Mr. T:ndals workes, and 1n the Jaft 
page here mentioned, he ſairh, repentance goeth before-Faith 
and preparcth the way to Chriſt and to the promiſes. 

But the Authour hatno mind to takenotice of this trurh 
which was ſo contrary to his opinion, for he hath found a 
nearer way to Heaven, then all the Saints and Servants of 
God did in former times. - 

Chriſtian Reader take knowledge of thisone thing, which 
may helpe thee in the underſtanding of the truth of God,and 
may dehver thee from ſome of the errours of theſe times, 
namely that there isa twofold adminiftration or diſpcrfati- 
on of the Goſpell, The one generall, theother more ſpeciall: 

The firſt is the publication or preaching of the Goſpel to 
all ſortes and conditions of people, whereby Chriſt 1s ſer 
forth to have taken our nature upon him, and .in our nature 


hath ſuffered death, and payd the ranſome for fin, and 15 rrſen

God 1n Majeſty and Glory, and ſhall come again at che _ 
of this world to judgeall men: -with many more excellene 
things which the Scriptures ſet forthe YV nana truthes 
are beleived by thouſands that never enjoy the ſ{peciall benefit, 


which beleife is very fitly called, by Davines, Hiftoricall 
Faith, and they beleevers © @ ; 

Secondly there is a more ſpeciall preaching of the Goſpel| 
of Chriſt,and that ts to certaine, diftinguiſhed from 
thegenerall ſort of beleevers (although they beleeve the ſame 
generall truths with the other ) by certaige quallifications, 
which the Scriptures ſet forth unto us, as the poore in ſpirit, 
the morners, the broken harted, namely the repentant; And 
to ſuch only is Chriſt ſent unto.Eſay 61. 1.2. 3.toheale & 
comfort their poor ſouls,and ſuch Chriſt invites to com2 un- 
to him, and he invites no other but ſuch as labour and are 
weary and heavy laden, unto ſuch only Chriſt hath promiſed 
reſt Math. tr, 28, and to ſuch poor ſoules only is Chriſt 
ſent, and they and non but they canbeleive in him and enjoy 
the ſpeciall grace and favour of God through Chriſt. 

And yet the free grace of God in Chriſt isnot any way 
leſſened, but runnes out freely topoote ſinners. 

Forl pray you con(ider who it 1s that workes theſe prepara- 
tions or qualifications in the EleR. Is it not the Lords own 
worke to take away the ſtony heart & togivea heart of fleſh? 
Is it not of his free goodnes that doth ſo prepare their hearts 
& fit themto receive his ſpeciall promiſe of grace and mercy , 
in Chriſt>Theground of the /heart-muſt be t1lled;before that 
pretious ſeed be fowne in it,ye muſt not ſow among thornes 
but in the ground fitted and.prepared, It is not in mans pow- 
er tO prepare [us heart, by anynaturall power left in him, no 
more thena dead man can raiſe himſelfe, but it is only the 
worke of God himſelfe. =

And that there is a preparation to the juſtification of a 
Sinner, andto the receiving of Ghrift, the Scriptures are 
manifeft, /5bz the Baptiſt was ſent to prepare the way of the 
Lord,to make ready a people to receive the Lord, Chrift, and 
what was his Miniftery, but the Baptiſme of repentance? 
And that repentance 1s a preparation to Faith or to the /ju- 
ſtification of a Sinner, and muſk 'of neceffity be before rhar 
Faith that juſtifyeth, and giveth aſferanceof the forgivenes 
of Sinne and peace and reconc1liation with God is manifeſt. 
But becauſe it is denyed by many inthefedayes, I will give 
you a few reaſons, for the proofethereof, | #9

ſhort definition, what true repentance 1s, a thing/ altogether” - 
omitted by this Authour, neitherhath he told us what Rege- 
neration 1s, nor whereof irconfifteth, which are the maine 
things that tend to the making of 2 Chriſtian and true'Be+ 
leever. } : 
I ſay that repentance may be thus dreitely and truly defined: 
Repentance is a powerfull workeof Gods Spirit (wrought in/ 
the hearts of ſuch as ſball befaved) whereby rhe heart 15 bro- 
ken and turned from all the pleaſing delights of Sinne, mfo/ 
a great feare andſorrow for them, and confeſſion of them un- 
to God, and intoan exceeding defire of pardon, peace, and re- 
convilliation with'God, Zwuke 15.you may-ſee 2lfthe parts of 
repentance it! the prodigall Sonne;

As. 2.38.andthe 3.19. So thatT inferre hence, the Holy

- wrought in us, we have no right unto any ſpeciall promiſe for 
the ſpeciall promiſes of grace & mercy are madeonly to the 
penlitent and broken hearted, to ſuch asmourne, Eſay.s.1.2, 
3-and AAs.3.
